encompasses a wide range of options that are 
available through provincial and local health 
authorities such as some harm reduction 
activities (naloxone kits), to providing treatment 
beds, to complete abstinence programs. This 
entire continuum has the purpose of helping 

the drug user get better (i.e. recover), rather than 
just keeping people barely alive in a zombie-like 
state. This is the Conservative approach, quite 
different from the NDP-Liberal approach of 
giving out free deadly narcotics. 


Conservatives will also tackle crime which 

fuels much of the drug crisis, by reversing the 
NDP-Liberal “justice reforms.” Singh and Trudeau 
ganged up together to introduce house arrest 

for drug production and trafficking, removed 
mandatory prison sentences for most gun and 
violent crimes such as assaults and sex crimes, 
and implemented automatic bail for repeat 
offenders. 


Unlike the NDP-Liberals, Conservatives believe 
in jail, not bail. We believe in mandatory prison 
sentences for violent criminals. And we believe 
that those who produce and sell the toxic poison 
to our neighbours and children should not be 
eligible for house arrest. 


It is a stark contrast: on one hand is the current 
NDP-Liberal government which promotes the 
ongoing cycle of addiction and crime. On the 
other hand is the Conservative approach which 


will End the Drugs and Stop the Crime.
